50th anniversary on June 22, it 
being’ .on that date in 1884 that 
Commander W. S. Schley of the 
Navy found the remnant of the 


Greely expedition at Cape Sabine, 
only seven of the original party of 
25 remaining alive. 

Among the survivors was Lieu- 
tenant A. W. Greely of the Army, 
in command of the party, which 
had been sent to establish a sta-} 
tion for scientific observations in 
the far North. After reaching the 
most northerly point touched by 
man to that time, 83 degrees, 24 
| minutes north of latitude, two ex- 
peditions sent to bring the explor- 
ers back to civilization failed to 
reach them. ‘The third, under 
Schley, found the seven men more 
dead than alive, the other 18 hay- 
ing perished from exposure and 
Starvation. 

Schley and Greely were both 
destined to subsequently attain 
high rank in military service. 
Schley commanded the American 
| fleet at the battle of Santiago dur- 
jing the temporary absence of Ad- 
|miral Sampson, and later became 
a vear-admiral. Greely became 
chief signal officer. of the Army 
;and reached the rank of major- 
|general. Admiral Schley died in 
1911, having lived 10 years after 
his retirement for age. 

General Greely is still living at 
the age of 90, despite three wounds 
received during the Civil War and 
the terrible hardships he experi- 
enced in the Arctic. He perhaps 
little thought of reaching such a 
great age as he helplessly awaited

ed. As fast as the squares would 
fall off, the large number of chil- 
dren would pick them up and burn 
them, which would destroy the boll 
weevil menace, as cottqn is strict- 
ly a hot weather plant, and the 
rows being so far apart, there 
would be no chance for the pesky 
weevil to secure the shade he so 
greatly covets. In this way, Mr. 
Owen says he would be assured of 
making 700 or 800 pounds of seed 
cotton to the acre and would have 
a good crop of peanuts beside. The 
plan sounded pretty good to me, 
but I have been wondering how 
Mr. Owen would qualify as to the 
required large family of children.
